It was voted to close the polls at 
10:00 P.M. Voted to dispense with reading the articles in the 
warrant at this time. -

Everett Chase moved that $20,900.00 be raised and appropriated 
under this article. After discussion, the vote was in the affirnra- 
tive. 


ARTICLE Ill: To make provisions for the collection of taxes. 
Upon a motion by Frank N. Sawyer, it was voted that the collec- 
tion of taxes be left up to the selectmen. 


ARTICLE IV: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and the Town Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town in antici- 
pation of taxes; said loans to be payable from taxes for the year 
1965, and to issue notes therefore, in the name of the Town, at 
such rate of interest and payable at such time and place within 
‘one year as the Selectmen may decide. 

Everett Chase moved that this article be adopted as printed in the 
warrant. It was duly seconded and the vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE V: To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount on 
taces. 


Upon a motion by Gordon Brown, this article was dismissed. - 


ARTICLE VI; To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of highways and bridges 
and take any other vote in relation thereto. 

The Finance Committee’s recommendation was $20,000. Wendell 
Colburn made a motion to raise and appropriate $20,000. under 
this article. It was thoroughly discussed and the vote was in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE VII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to— 
rdise and appropriate for general expenses of the Highway De- 

partment. 

The Finance Committee’s recommendation was $8,000. Albert 
Farmer moved that $8,000. be raised under thig article. Discus- 

sion followed. George L. Merrill said the grader house was not 

large enough to work on vehicies conveniently. Investigation had 

been made about the old North Weare Railroad Station and it could 

be purchased from the State of N. H. with two acres of land for 

$350.00 upon which it could be moved and used to house snow 
plows and other equipment as well as making a repair shop out of 

it. An amendment to raise an additional $1500. was made by Wen- 

dell Colburn and accepted. More discussion followed. A vote was 

called for and the entire motion was voted down. Richard Perkins 

then moved that $8,000. be raised and appropriated for general ex- 

penses of the Highway Department. Vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE VIII: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,574.97 to be used with the sum of $10,499.82 
to be furnished by the State, for Class 1V and V construction, Re- 
construction and Betterment Aid. 

Howard Ineson moved that this article be adopted as read. After 
discussion, the vote was in the affirmative. 

ARTICLE IX: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Weare Police Department. 

The Finance Committee’s recommendation was: $1,000. Gordon 
Brown moved that $1,000. be raised and appropriated for the Weare 
Police Department. Discussion followed and the vote was nega- 
tive. Upon a motion by Kenneth Gregg, to raise and appropriate 
$1,500., the vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE X: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Weare Fire Department. 

The recommendation of the Finance Committee was $4,000. A 
motion to raise and appropriate $4,000. was duly seconded and 
after some discussion, the vote was in the affirmative by unani- 
mous. vote. 


ARTICLE XI: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
rdise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries. 

Upon a recommendation of $800.00 by the Finance Committee, 
Everett Chase moved that $800. be raised and appropriated for 
the care of cemeteries. Vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Band Concerts. 
The Finance Committee’s recommendation was $300. Everett 
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Chase moved that $300. be raised and appropriated for Band Con- 
certs. Vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XIII: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Weare Public Library. 

Upon a recommendation of $400. by the Finance Committee, a 
motion was made and supported to raise and appropriate $400. for 
the Weare Public Library. Discussion on whether this amount was 
sufficient brought out that other sources of income were available. 
Vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XIV: To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
rdise and appropriate for Memorial Davy. 

A: motion to raise and . appropriave $200. was supported and the : 
vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XV: To see if the Town will vote to rdise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200. for the Water Safety Program. 

It was moved and supported that $200. be raised and appropriated 
for the Water Safety Program. Vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XVI: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200. for the support of the Concord Hospital. 
Florence Flanders explained the use of the money and working 
conditions as well as free bed care at the hospital, then moved 
that $200. be raised and appropriated under this article. Vote 
was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XVII: To see if the Town will vote to rdise and appro- 
priate the sum of $150. for White Pine Blister Control. 

Upon a motion by Guy Eaton, it was voted in the affirmative to 
raise and appropriate $150. for White Pine Blister Control. 


ARTICLE XVIII: To see if the Town will vote to accept the Zon- 
ing Ordinances as recommended by the Planning Board, and take 
any other vote in relation thereto. 

On a motion to dismiss this article, lengthy discussion followed. 
It was thought some type of zoning is needed to assure an im- 
provement of the Town and make it attractive to tourists. The 
vote was not to dismiss this article. H. Talbot Pearson then made 
a motion that the Town vote to accept the principle of zoning, and 
to request the Planning Board to submit recommendations in 
due time for consideration by Town Meeting in 1966. Vote was in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XIX: To see if the Town will vote to lay out a Class V 
Highway over the Peadslee Hill Road, so-called, starting at Old 
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“Route #77 and extending to Brown’s Corner, R.S.A. 234:1 (by 
petition). 

Robert Munro moved that this article be dismissed. Discussion 
followed. On the vote to dismiss: YES 92 NO 39 


ARTICLE XX: To see if the Town will vote to request the State 
Tax Commission to make a complete re-appraisal of all lands and 
buildings within the Town, to equalize valuations in accordance 
with the law, and to raise and appropriate a sum of money for the 
Same. 

Everett Chase moved that this article be accepted. During dis- 
cussion, it was brought out that there are about eleven hundred 
(1100) parcels of property in the Town. The State average cost 
is $6.00 per parcel, which would make the cost of re-appraisal 
$6600.00. The vote to accept the article was in the affirmative. 

It was stated that the cost could be spread over a 3-year period 
whereby Everett Chase then moved that $2200. be raised and 
appropriated this year to be used as this year’s payment. Vote 
was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XXI: To see if the Town will vote that no person may 
hold more than one Town Office, position or job, so-called at one 
time in any year, following the date of the March 1965 Town 
Meeting. (by _ petition) 

A motion to dismiss this article was duly seconded. After much 
discussion, the vote was negative. A new motion was then made 
to dismiss this article and after more discussion, the vote was 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XXII: To see if the Town will vote to adopt this article, 
that all Hawkers and Peddlers obtain an eight dollar ($8.00) li- 
cense from the Town Clerk before bartering or selling any goods 
wares or merchandise in the Town of Weare, New Hampshire. 
This license to be signed by the Chief of Police and a majority 
of the  selectmen, | 

Howard Ineson moved that this article be dismissed. After con- 
siderable discussion, the vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XXIII: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to take all necessary action to cause the posting of reasonable 
speeds dlong the highways within the Town in accordance with 
the provisions of the State Law. 

Gordon Brown moved that this article be accepted as read. After 
sgme discussion and explaining of the laws and regulations about 
posting road signs, the vote was negative. Upon George Crosby’s 
motion to dismiss this article, the vote was unanimous in the 
affirmative. 
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ARTICLE XXIV: To see if the Town will vote to elect a Police 
Chief for the present year 1965 and in future years, and if ap- 
_ proved nominations can be taken from the floor. Said election to 
be done by secret ballot. (by petition) 

Robert Phelps moved this article be accepted as read. Discus- 
sion followed. The vote was negative - unanimous. A motion to 
dismiss this article was offered and the vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 


ARTICLE XXV: To see if the Town will vote, that no person shall 
locate or maintain a motor-vehicle junk yard, except that after a 
public hearing, in which evidence on both sides is heard, the 
Selectmen shall have authority to decide whether a permit for 
such a motor-vehicle junk yard shall be granted, which shall 
conform with R.S.A. 367, The term, *'motor-vehicle junk yard’’ as 
used herein, shall mean any yard or field used as a place of stor- 
age in which there are displayed to the public view two or more 
unregistered motor vehicles which are unfit for reconditioning for 
use on the highways, or used parts of motor vehicles or materials 
from motor vehicles, the sum of which parts or materials shall be 
equal in bulk to two or more motor vehicles. Whoever violates 
this ordinance shall be fined not more than $25.00 and in addition 
$10.00 per day for every day such violation continues after a 
conviction for a violation of this ordinance. (by petition) 

A motion to accept this article as read was offered and seconded. 
After discussion, the vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XXVI: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to investigate the possibilities of procuring a water 
supply for the Town from Mt. William Pond, and to contact the 
proper Government Agencies for advice on the same, and take any 
other vote in relation thereto. 

It was moved that this article be accepted as printed in the war- 
rant. It was thoroughly discussed, and the vote was in the af- 
firmative. 


ARTICLE XXVII: To see if the Town will vote to raise the Town 
Officer's Salaries. 

Lorraine Fottler, Jr., moved that the Town Treasurer’s salary 
be increased to $400. per year. During discussion, it was brought 
out that the work of the Treasurer had increased greatly in the 
past few years which required many more hours due to increased 
paper work on Social Security and other regulations. The vote 
was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE XXVIII: To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting. 
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Frank Sawyer offered the following resolution with a motion that 
it be accepted by the Town. 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS ‘The condition of that section of State Highway, 
Route 114 between South Weare and Weare Center 
has been improved but very little during the past 
thirty years, and 

WHEREAS: We are informed that Route 114 is one of the heaviest 
travelled routes of its classification in the state and 

WHEREAS: During the past several years many accidents have 
occurred on said section as above referred to, caused 
by its poor condition and 

WHEREAS: This highway is the only artery leading south out of 
our town over which we are obliged to travel, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, that we, the residents of Weare in annual Town 

Meeting assembled this 9th day of March, 1965, do by this resolu- 

tion urgently request the New Hampshire Department of Public 

Works and Highways to commence immediate re-construction of 

that section between South Weare and Weare Center, following the 

start of the fiscal year on July Ist, next, and be it further 

Resolved: that the Selectmen over their respective signatures 

transmit copies of this resolution to Mr. John Morton, Commis- 

sioner of the New Hampshire Department of Public Works and 

Highways and to Governor John W. King. 

“he vote to accept this resolution was in the affirmative. 


The following resolution was offered by Walter Hodgman, with a 
motion that it be accepted by the Town. 


RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS: The Administration in Washington, D. C. has an- 
nounced that it will soon close the Veteran’s Adminis- 
tration Hospital and the Regional Service Office, 
both of which are located in Manchester, N.H. and, 
WHEREAS: Such a move will deal a serious blow to not only the 
War Veterans in Weare, N. H., but to those living in 
the southern part of our state, and 
WHEREAS: The reason given for the closing of these facilities 
is given aS an economy move, to which we cannot 
subscribe in light of the fact that millions of dollars 
are being spent in various parts of the world to con- 
Struct hospitals and other facilities for the benefit 
of those people in far off lands, therefor be it 
Resolved: That we, the people of Weare, N.H., in Town Meeting 
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assembled this 9th day of March, 1965, do hereby protest the 
closing of the Veterans Administration facilities in Manchester, 
N.H., and direct that copies of this resolution be transmitted to 
U.S. Senators Norris Cotton and Thomas J. McIntyre and Con- 


gressman James C, Cleveland. 
The vote to accept this resolution was in the affirmative. 


Upon a motion by Sara Connell that future Town Meetings be held 
in the School Gymnasium, the vote was in the affirmative. 


Proceeded to count the ballots. 


Newly elected officers were sworn in by the Moderator, Scott F. ° 
Eastman.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WEARE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Our records show 193 cases handled by the Department in 
1965. Motor Vehicle accidents show a continued increase. The 
big majority of the accidents occur to out of town persons. Break- 
ing and entering are up in numbers.’ Camps and_ unoccupied 
summer places are fair game to the current type of thief. Larcen- 
ies, principally committed with these breaks showed an increase 
and may be divided into several classes. Apparently the modern 
thief is a specialist, as the types of articles stolen fall into a 
number of classes; Antiques, household goods, liquor, money, 
firearms, power tools and food. Don’t leave valuable items in 
closed up camps and houses. It is impossible to keep thieves 
out of such remote places. 


As most of our breaks and larcenies are committed by people 
coming into Weare from other places to commit ;these acts it is 
very difficult to solve these crimes. Assistance of the citizens 
is of great help not only in suppressing crime, but also in pre- 
venting it. Jot down license numbers of cars and trucks seen on 
our back roads as well as descriptions of vehicles and persons. 
Get the date, time of day, and all possible details. Write them 
down, don’t rely on your memory. You may be able to give us a 
valuable lead to both solve these cases and prevent further 
breaks from occuring.’ Some places where these breaks have 
taken place were looked over during the Open House Tour of the 
Bicentennial.. 


All kinds of people are coming to our houses today selling 
various items or services. Be careful who you let into your house 
or do any business with. You may be the victim of some flim 
flam game or they may be looking your place over. Call the po- 
lice to check on any suspicious persons, especially those who 
gain-access to your house or attempt to. 


The members of the Department gave their services, as usual, 
to police Lawn Parties, Band Concerts, School Plays, Benefit 
Basket Ball Games, Graduation, Winter Carnival, Memorial Day 
and Funerals. 


Some small items of equipment were purchased during the 
year: Report forms, Form files, repairs were made to our radio 
equipment which has proven of great value to us. 


I wish to thank the members of the Rescue Squad for their 
assistance at accidents and other emergencies for which they 
give their time and efforts. 
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An unscheduled patrol was continued, especially during the 
summer months. More patrolling is needed, but we have done as 
much as our budget would allow. A total of 203 hours and 1732 
miles went into this activity at a cost of $375.00 for the year. 


We are fortunate to have a most cooperative and efficient 
State Trooper living in Weare and covering this area.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
WEARE, VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the year of 1965 the Department responded to 47 alarms 
for fires: 6 Building fires, 7 Chimney fires, 4 Out of Town build- 
ing fires, 7 Car or Truck fires, 11 brush or Grass fires, 2 Out 
of Town Brush fires, 2 fires in Sawdust piles, 8 fires in the Town 
Dumps and | Power line fire. One trailer and one building fire 
were serious, and brush fires were kept small, the largest being 
only about 3 acres. One brush fire was from lightning. Children 
playing with fire in the woods caused several of the brush fires. 
The remainder were from illegal burning of brush and rubbish. 


Small children and matches are a poor combination. Know 
what your children are doing. Don’t burn trash, brush or grass, 
without a permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 


The Red Net Work Operators answered over 300 calls during 
the year: 47 for fires, 193 calls for police, 21 calls for the Res- 
cue Squad and many other calls for Civil Defense, power failures, 
lost persons, information, etc. This service assumes no responsi- 
bility beyond the receipt of messages and transmitting the info- 
mation to the proper department. Dial 2333, stay on the line and 
give the operators all important information as to Who, What and 
Where. 


The Rescue Squad responded to 21 calls for assistance. This 
Squad was organized to take care of emergencies. ‘The members 
receive no pay and are available only when they can be contacted. 
The Ambulance which was given to the Rescue Squad by Clinton 
Rising of Goffstown has been a valuable addition to our equip- 
ment. It was painted, fitted out, and put into operation by the 
Fire Department at no expense to the town. An additional Resus- 
citator, a basket stretcher, CO2 Fire Extinguisher, Kit of splints, 
and several other items to equip were“obtained at no cost to the 
town. 


Maintenance of this vehicle is a matter of considerable ex- 
pense which should be provided for. At present it needs Snow 
tires, some motor work, and-will require chains, battery, and 
other items. It is now housed in the old town truck shed with 
no possible way of heating this space, and a poor place to keep 
open. 


The Rescue Squad is not expected to furnish taxi service 
just because someone has been told they should go to the hos- 
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pital. We have no thought of taking the place of any regular 
ambulance service. 


Monthly meetings and several drills were held. The trucks 
and radios are tested out at least once a month. Several night 
training meetings were held during the winter. 


An additional donation of $250.00 was made to the Depart- 
ment by Mr. Ronald T. ‘Lyman, Jr. This was used to purchase 
additional protective clothing and an additional radio. Purchased 
during the year were a hose washer, 3 back pack pumps, hand 
lights, batteries, small tools, a fog nozzle, etc. 


‘Two reels for the booster hose were acquired at no cost and 
will be installed on Trucks No. 2 and 3 when time permits. The 
air compressor at Sugar Hill Station was repaired, also our old 
Resuscitator was overhauled. | 


Most of the work of maintaining our equipment, buildings, 
and grounds are done by the members donating their time. 


The South half of the Central Fire Station was shingled and 
the upstairs meeting room renovated. A new entrance door is 
needed at the Central Station, and overhead doors would give 
much needed extra width, and add to the usable space in the 
building. ~ 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary served several lunches at fires and 
the usual Christmas Party and Strawberry Festival. The State 
Auxiliary’s annual meeting was held at the Weare Central Fire 
Station this past Fall.» 


The manpower situation in Weare during the day is critically 
low. Most men work out of town. The few men on hand during 
these periods have quite a responsibility and the Net Work Oper- 
ators are very hard pressed to get any number of firemen during 
work days. 


This fact alone makes the practice of fire prevention ex- 
tremely important. 


We express our thanks to all who have given us their as- 
sistance during the past year.

1963 - 1965 


Stand mapping and a working management plan for the southern 
half of the Town Forest Lot. This cost was underwritten by the 
Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests which dona- 
ted $100.00 toward this project. The remaining sum of $150.00 is 
to be repaid from any future profits from cutting operations. 


Pruning white pine pole timber to assure future quality. A 
total of 34,328 linear feet have been pruned to date on 2094 
white pine stems over an area of more than 20 acres. 


14 acres have been treated on a weeding and thinning program 
most of which has been to release the pruned white pine stems. 


Approximately 10 acres of young white pine pole timber has 
been selectively marked and thinned with 42,330 board feet har- 
vested.

Approximately one mile of access road has been cleared to 
give a permanent transportation system into the Town Forest to 
facilitate the removal of forest products and to increase the fire 
protection to the interior. Most of the road was located on an old 
town road and will be built with little expense. 


PROPOSED MANAGEMENT FOR 1966 


Application has been made to receive Federal cost-sharing 
for additional improvement work in pruning and weeding and thin- 
ning. Also, Federal cost-share has been applied for to complete 
the bulldozing of the access road. - 


A field trip is scheduled for the spring to inspect the pro- 
gress up to date and to look over areas where selective cutting 
is recommended. It is hoped that all future management will be 
self-supporting with management costs paid from the proceeds 
of selective cutting operations. Many areas in the Town Forest 
are now in need of such cutting in order to maintain or increase 
growth and also to insure future quality.

To the School Board and Citizens of Weare: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report relative to the Weare 
Central Elementary School and the Weare High School. 


The total enrollment for the 1965-66 school year is 345, by 
grade as follows: 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL HIGH SCHOOL 

Grade 1-27 Grade 5 - 23 Grade 9 - 25 

Grade 2-42 Grade 6 - 33 Grade 10 - 31 

Grade 3-28 Grade 7 - 27 Grade 11 - 24 

Grade 4-32 Grade 8 - 27 Grade 12 - 26 

Total Elementary - 239 Total High School - 106 


There were no changes in the elementary school teaching staff 
for the 1965-66 school year with all 1964-65 teachers returning to 
the Weare Central Elementary School. 

In the Junior High School, Tneouore Aimo assumed the duties 
of social studies teacher. Mrs. Carolyn Richardson, an exper- 
ienced teacher, replaced Neil Connors as mathematics teacher. 
Mr. Samuel Allen replaced William Menzi, Jr. as Agriculture and 
Shop teacher. Miss Ann Carter assumed the Business Education 
duties of Mrs. Janet Moulton. Miss Marcia Marston, a Phi Beta 
Kappa graduate of the University of New Hampshire, replaced 
Michael Theall in the English Department. Mr. Robert Rausch 
was elected to the position of instrumental music teacher to re- 
place Mr. Vincent Ferdinando who is ill. I wish to acknowledge 
the many years of inspired and dedicated Music Instruction which 
Vincent Ferdinando gave to the schools of Weare. 


The statistics relative to school enrollments are indicative of 
a serious school housing problem facing Weare in the immediate 
future. The statistics indicate overcrowded conditions at the 
elementary and. secondary school level. The Weare School Board 
is to be commended for undertaking a study that will consider 
all possible solutions to the problem of lack of adequate class- 
room spaee and result in a recommended realistic solution based 
upon an evaluation of the problem in light of the welfare of the 
students. 
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The study committee assignments include subcommittees to 
study (1) an addition to the high school; (2) an addition to the 
elementary school; (3) a possible regional school with surround- 
ing communities; (4) a possible long-term tuition arrangement, 
an area school plan or a regional school plan with Goffstown and 
(5) other possible solutions to the problem. 


The citizens of Weare can be assured that the ultimate solu- 
tion that will be recommended by the Weare School Board will be 
the outcome of sincere and dedicated citizens endeavoring to serve 
the interests of the educational welfare of the students of Weare 
and the interests of the Weare taxpayers of today and of the future. 


It is a privilege to report that the schools of Weare are staffed 
with teachers whose qualifications and results compare favorably 
‘with those of the schools of the area. A spirit of cooperative effort 
prevails. 


Weare is fortunate to have a school board with each member deep- 
ly concerned with the education of the youth of the community and 
possessing a strong determination to provide for each boy and girl 
the best opportunity possible to develop his ability to its limit. 


The best answers to the questions posed by the educational needs 
of Weare will be determined through the concerted effort of the admin- 
istration, the school board, the teachers, the parents and other citi- 
zens of Weare. Quality education at a cost within the resources 
of Weare will be the end result of the community endeavor. 


I wish to acknowledge the tireless and diligent work of the Weare 
School Board on behalf of the boys and girls of Weare. I wish also 
to express my appreciation to the teachers, principal and students 
for their. cooperative efforts and to Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Spiro Anastos and Mrs. Ruth Henk and Mrs. Harold Smith 
of the Supervisory Union Office for their loyal support.
